000,000. 

Previously, it had been learned 
that Frank Dietrich, foreign exchange 
expert, had been engaged to aid in the 
2,U000,- 
000,000 stabiliz&tion fund. Dietrich 
had previously ‘been associated with 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York. 

In curtailing the government’s lend- 
ing program by $1,000,000,000 Mr. 
Roosevelt carried out a pledge made 
to the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion that the federal agencies would 
withdraw from this field whenever 
private enterprise showed its ability 
and willingness to assume these re- 
sponsibilities. 

He explained to newspapermen that 
no money actually disbursed to the 
lending agencies was being pulled 
back but the cancellation order in- 
volved only authorizations for money. 
Some of these authorizations, he said, 
now are obsolete. 

Collecting Agency. 

For example, the President said, 
the time limit on HOLS loans was 
reached last June and that agency 
will not be required now to go into 
the market for additional millions 
which it once was anticipated would 
be necessary. The HOLC now becomes 


a collecting instead of a tending agen- 


ey, he explained. 

Mr. Roosevelt made it plain that 
his action would not clip $1,000,000,- 
000 from the naitonal debt or the 
deficit. These authorizations have not 
been carried as government debts or 
obligations, and were not included in 
the figures contained in the Presi- 
'dent’s recent budget message.

It is often said that the practice 
of taking feathers from living os- 
triches is a very cruel one, because 
of the pain inflicted upon the poor, 
bird. This sympathy is all 
wasted, for the removal of the feathers 
causes the ostrich no discomfort what- 
ever, aside from having to stand still 
for a few minutes. The usual method 
of removing them is not to pull them 


out by the roots, as is supposed, but to 
‘cut them off about: two 1 


inches from 
the bird’s skin, just as we cut hair 
or wool. The ostriches lose the dead 
stubs in a few weeks, by natural fall- 
ing out, and new ones are grown, 
Thus, the taking of the feathers is not 
as cruel as has been supposed.

Meanwhile“the senate deferred un- 
til tomorrow action on the Smith bill 
to set up a three-man board to sell 
the government's cotton holdings at 
a stipulated weekly rate. 

One Agriculture Department quar- 
ter indicated the administration 
might oppose the forced sale plan. 

The new proposal would operate 48 
follows: 

The Commodity Credit Corporation 
> would grant farmers who obtained 
loans a* extension to a given date, 
probably July 1. The extension would 
he granted only to farmers who agreed 
to sell 15 or 20 per cent of their 
loan cotton by that time. Confidence 
has heen expressed that the market 
would absorb readily a considerable 
amount of the cotton hefore the open- 
ing of the 1936-1937 marketing year.
